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On Thursday afternoon last
Judge Lewis I'. Wright and four
sous, were cruely and inliumanly
murdered by the road-side, on
the route from Rolla to Hous-
ton, some five miles west of the
former place. The murders, as
we are informed, were committed
by a squad ot Miller county mili-
tla, some nine in numher, under
command of Colonel Babcoke,
‘who resides in either Miller or
Cole county. It appears that
this colonel and his squad of mili-
tia. on Tuesday last, went to the
residence of Judge Wright, in
Phelps county, about ten miles
from Rolls. They remained there :
until Thursday. On that day|
.they arrested Judge Wright and
five of his sons. Some sort of an |
nvestigation was made iuto accu-
salions brought against the par-i
tics, either fineied or real, wiim !
1t was determined to take them
to Rolla, as was given out fur
further trial. Mrs. Wright, the
‘wile and stepmother of the judge,
and his sons, at first implored
Colonel Bahcoke not to take her
family away. = |
Finding that herentreaties weve
unavailing, she then besought him
1o permit her to accompany them.
This also was refused but upou
her imploring him to dosomcthing’
for her protection as she was fear.
ful of heing murdered if 1cf. alone,
the youngest son a mere stripling,
wasreleased. Thejudgewas then
mounted ona horse by himselfjand
his four sons on two other horses,
under grard of the squad of mili-
tia ostensibly to be takentoRolla.
Before reaching that point, as stat-
ed above, they were allinhumanly
butchered and . their bodies left
lving in the brush by theroad-
side. No less than twenty-six
shots were fired-into the persons
of the five! Twelve of them took

o death.
